Crib Requirements 
Arr Detailed 


John Bosks, chairm an of the 
Pickaway County AgrictiHu r a I 
Adjustment Administration, Sat­ 
urday listed the requirers e n t s 
which must be met by county 
farmers in order to receive the 
1949 corn h>an 
Boggs cited that now is the 
time most farm ers are finishing 
their stands of corn and are get­ 
ting busy in husking from t h e 
shock. 
He says that farmers w h o 
now are beginning to bring rn 
the major portion of t h e i r 
corn crop and who are looking 
for the corn loan, should fol­ 
low a few basic rules required 
by loan inspectors. 
Primary among the loan reg­ 
ulations is adequate and s a f e 
storing space, cribs which will 
house the crop ail year with lit­ 
tle deterioration. 
“The bin or granary must pro­ 
tect the corn from r a i n and 
snow, surface floor mois t u r e . 
floods, loss by fire or wind and 
from birds or rodents,” he said. 


“ PARTICULAR 
a t t e n t i o n 
should be given to the bin’s loca­ 
tion, condition of roof, w a l l s , 
flooring and foundation, and to 
its ventilation.” 
In general, cribs m ust meet 
the following specifications be­ 
fore application for a loan is con­ 
sidered. 
1. To hold corn without loss to 
quality or dam age to quality; 
2. Provide reasonable protec­ 
tion from loss by wind, rain or 
flood; and 
3. Permit free vent i I a t i o n 
through side walls. 
Boggs said that i n s p e c t o r s 
take representative samples of 
the commodity. For instance, a 
two-pound sample is taken of ear 
com to determine grade 
a n d 
moisture, determination m a d e 
in a local establishment. 
At the same time. 15 differ­ 
ent probings vs ill be m a d e 
throughout the crib, including 
samples from near the bottom 
of the crib, spots where shelled 
corn or trash may have ac­ 
cumulated and under the ele­ 
vator spout if the c r i b has 
been filled by conveyor. 
Most important %i the three 
probes will be the one t a k e n 
from the bottom of the c r i b . 
which usually will consist of the 
early crop taken first from the 
field. 
Loan rate for Pickaway Coun­ 
ty has been established at $1 49 
per bushel.
